A scarcity of salt threatens to offset 
a large extent the benefit to be de-

WAR WILL CUT PRICE 


OF FARMERS'TOBACCO 


Disrupted Conditions In Europe Will 


Effect Selling Price of Tobacco 


for Farmers Next Winter. 


"Prom all appearances the farmer 
will take less for his tobacco grown 
tr.:.~ year than last," said a local deal- 
er yesterday, "and the 
only 
reason 
\'f found is the European war. 
One 


of trip biggest tobacco markets for 
American dealers is found in Europe, 
and as this is practically shut off to 
oar companies, it will mean a decrease 
in the selling territory and eventually 
things will'tighten up with the small 
Sealers, and with the farmer. When 
p, market is found in Europe, the ship- 
per is never sure of his tobacco reach- 
ins its destination on account of the 
submarine 
attacks. 
This 
difficulty 
has already been experienced by a 
local dealer, who had about eighty 
cases sunk on the English ship Inkuni 
several weeks ago." 
The weather conditions at present 
R.e ideal for tobacco, provided there 
is not too hoavy a rainfall within the 
next few days. The warm rains of 
the first part of the week, however, 
are just what was needed and the hot 
sunny days will be welcomed by the 
grower. The hard rains 'make it diffi- 
cult for the fanner to get into the 
fields and work his crop, but one day 
of sun usually does away with this 
obstacle. The prospects for the farm- 
er are excellent, even considering the 
war conditions which prevail, for there 
will be a home market for extra-fine 
tobacco, and this year's stand will un- 
doubtedly be above par. 
The dealers are already opening up 
their last year's tobacco and some are 
sampling the cases. 
They find very 
little damage and they report that the 
condition of the weed 
is 
excellent. 
Work of stripping is steadily going 
on at the Frank S. Baines warehouse 
and some sampling is taking place at 
thp Welsh warehouse. 
Sweating is 
going on in fine shape and it-is pre- 
dicted that the tobacco will be ready 
for the manufacturer some time in the 
Jate fall. It is a well known fact that 
the tobacco business is the first to feel 
a slump, and up to the present time 
there has been no serious falling off. 
When hard times are noticed men 
quit using cigars and. buy necessities 
instead of luxuries, this having its 
/••('feet on the market and farmer 'as 
S.jll as the dealer. 
*•> The general outlook, however, for 
both farmer and dealer is even better 
than last year, and with weather con- 
ditions holding out in the present way 
and tobacco in-the warehouses turn- 
ing put in as good shape as lately, 
nothing can stop it from being a bah- 
npr year in the annals of the business, 
in this as. well as other sections of 
t::t country.

"In this case the sons and daughters 
of the testator to whom the lift es- 
tates were given, were of middle age 
at the time of the making of the will. 
They were all married and all had 
male and female children. In view 
of these circumstances and from the 
tenor of the will,! think the testator 
intended his gift over the same as if 
he has said, 'then to the sons of John

In conclusion Judge Fifield takes 
upon the question of vesting and says: 
"In this case the death of any son 
(grandson of Miles) it would terminate 
any interest that may have been vest- 
ed in him and makes it as though he 
never had any interest therein."

been given directly to the charities, each charity would have had $900 in- 
stead ot $250. 


The Pleasure Of Giving Painlessly. 


And yet. of course, that is a purely utilitarian view of the matter. One 


must remember the other side. The people who went to the entertainment 
received pleasure for their money and at the same time had the sensation 
of giving it away, while the people who took part in the entejtainment 
had that even more delightful double-barreled joy—the pleasure of being the 
cynosure of all eyes and the happiness of 'doing something for charity with- 
out any disagreeable effort or self-sacrifice. 


And then. oC course, the uses of society are served by such affairs, since 


they provide opportunities for friendly meetings and chances for social inter- 
course, and that is part of life, and no small or mean. part. 


I Like Charity Straight. 


Personally I like to take my charity straight. I like to put aside a cer- 


tain sum for charity and philanthropy and give it directly to people who 
need or to further the general cause of social betterment. Then I like to take 
my entertainment straight, basing my selection solely on what I enjoy 
the most.

of Madison For Her Work at For-

eat Hill Cemetery. 
The soul of a poet as well as a saint 
resided in Mrs. Alice Waterman, the 
subject of this brief tribute.

And even 
In small cities with 1.200 to 7,000 pop- 
ulation the churches have 10 to 15 per 
cent, farmer membership. 
The great number of farmers in 
t'-.ese churches are making necessary 
the training and selection of a new 
kind of minister. For until five years 
ago according to Mr. Galpin the word 
"farmer" was seldom spoken in theo- 
logical seminaries.

only honorary posts. The decision to 
put these posta on a salary basis also 
includes the plan of sending represen-' 
tatlves direct from Norway to take 
charge. It is reported that F. Herman 
GGade. at present the Noreglan gov- 
ernment's commissioner at the San 
Francisco Exposition* will be appoint- 
ed to one or the other of the posts. 
It is desired to imnrove the consul- 
ar service particularly because, since 
the outbreak of the European war, the

attention of Norwegian exporters anil 
enormous American market more1 than 
ever before.

Army. .July 14.—It is seldom that the 
staff of any army rares to allow a 
newspaper correspondent to observe 
or write of its- defeats and retreats: 
the fl.eld censor's motto 
is 
Nothing 
Passes Except Good News. 
The staff of the Russian third army 
has broken the precedent in allowing 
the freedom of its lines to the British 
official 
Press 
representative during 
the whole of its heart-breaking 
re- 


treat 
from 
tho 
Carpathian slopes, 
back across Galicia and even across 
the 
Russian 
frontier. 
Tho 
cor- 
respondent's 
first 
story, covering a 
long series of daily fights and daily 
concentrated artillery fire, • is as fol- 
lows: : 


The advance of the Russians over 
the Carpathians was sure to draw a 
counter-stroke, 
and 
it 
came 
just, 
where many expected it, but with 
tremendous force. This was because 
it was not so much the work of the 
tired 
Austrians, but rather the big- 
gest effort that Germany hati yet put 
up in her attempts to bolster her al- 
ly. 


In a house standing 
high 
by a 
church 
1 found 
the 
staff 
o£ the 
Division. 
There was a hut on the 
top o£ the hill; sitting in front of it 
one could see for at least ten miles 
in either direction. 
The Division was holding a front 
of eight miles across a low line of 
wooded 
heights, of which the most 
marked feature was a village with a. 
little 
church 
tower. Against three 
Russian regiments were nine, mostly 
German; and backed 
by 
the 
most 
formidable artillery. 


Positions of Army, 
Beyond each of the flanks of the 
Division one could 
see at intervals 
black clouds 
of 
smoke; one thick 
stream of smoke that stretched into 1 
the skies came 
from 
some distant 
petroleum works. The' whole 
right 
wing was being pounded with crash 
after crash, sometimes 
four 
black 
columns rising almost simultaneous- 
ly at intervals along it; under each 
would break out little angry teeth of 
sparkling flame; the only thing that 
seemed not to be hit was the church 
tower which, 
as 
each 
cloud died 
down, came out simple again In the 
bright sunshine. The left wing was 
in patclirs of smoke that sometimes 
disappeared for a time. 


What was happening to the center 
was not so clear; so after watching 
for 
some 
hours 
the 
shells 
and 
shrapnel b.irsting along the line and 
on the slope, we described by some 
winding gullies, drawing a shrapnei 
as WR passed 
over a low shoulder, 


and soon reached 
the 
staff o£ the 
center regiment. 


Tnrier 
the nearer wall of a hut 


little groups 
were 
working at the 


telephones, 
while a number of sol- 
fliers lay on logs around. The Colonel 
came forward and took me into the 
open pointing at tho ridge some six 
hundred yards away. 
All

was at grips with the enemy, and on 
his right his men were fighting at 
the close range of two hundred yards 
in the wood beyond the crest. 
Telephones Save Day. 
The telephones worked incessantly 
Bach of the battalion 
commanders 
reported in turn,—one that his ma-

action, another that there was a gap 
in his line, a third that he was hold-

full 
strength.

Colonel explained that his last re- 
serves were 
engaged. A message 
came that his right flank was open 
and was being turned.

There was a peculiar 
humanness 
about all these messages'; 
in 
form

brought the most disquieting answers 
w»s.

1 he Colonel on the left reported that 
nis lino was penetrated at more than 
one point but was holding out. 
The 
right wing telephone gave no answer 
at all. Life there was unliveable; 
and I heard from soldiers a report 
that they had snen the Austrians 
In 
the Russian trenches. 
Shells and shrapnel were crashing 
all round us, especially in our rear; 
a hut that I had passed on the way 
down broke out in full flame. Near- 
er down .there 
fell 
four black ex- 
plosives at regular distances of fifty 
yards, "the four packets" as one offi- 
cer called it. 
Our cover would all 
have gone with a single shot, and the 
men crouched 
to 
avoid the falling 


i splinters from each shell. 


In this most depressing atmosphere 
went on the conversation between 
the Colonel and the divisional staff 


I can get no track of the right wing. 
Cavalry 
is 
reported on both of my 
flanks. The right 
has had to re- 


treat. 
The answer was an order to 
retire at nightfall. 
Three hours at 
least to wait. 


The orders- were communicated in 
French over each battalion telephone. 
The Colonel 
apologized for his el& 
mentary French; it was anyhow tha 
French of a brave man. 


As^ a 
disquietude 
increased, per. 
mission came to retire at once; but 
the Colonel answered that this coulc! 
not be done; he was in hot defensive 
action, and the enemy would follow 
on his heels; at present he was hold- 
ing his own. 


My hosts argued me to go. 
The 
situation was getting too serious for 
a non-combatant. It was an ill-feel- 
ing that I turned for the slope 
As I 
began to reach shelter, 
I 
suddenly 
saw or. the hills to the west men run- 
ning 
down 
the 
slope towards us 
Perhaps ours, perhaps the enemy " 
said 
my 
Cossack escort. 
But wo 
reached 
the 
crest 
unmolested and 
were now in comparative safety for 
we were out of the line of fire, and 
the valley to tho 
north of us was 
full of our own people. 


Wounded Leave Front. 
Here there 
was a 
long train of 
wounded 
and 
we 
found our auto- 
mobile in the midst of it. We pack- 
ed In the men with the worst wounds 
that we noticed; they lay without a 
groan, and one said 
"Thanks be to 
the Lord, 
and 
eternal gratitude to 


you 
A young soldier told-us that 
no living man could have driven <he 
troops on the right wing from their 
positions; but that, 
the 
whole area 
was covered with shells till trenches 
and men wore 
leveled out of exist- 
ence. 
The companies left compara- 
tively 
intact 
had 
all 
joined 
the 


center. 
Of this section of the line 
we could only hear vague rumors

Late in the day we reached 
the

staff had retreated.

side the town, and the Germans- and 
Austrians were making a tremendous 
attack on them, pounding them, with 
the heaviest artillery and advancing 
in close column again and again. 
The leader 
of 
this Division is a 
fighting general, 
robust and active 
The staff was very 
close up to the 
front, and from the 
balcony of the 
school'house the general viewed the

Making my way 
to the advanced 
lines, I found 
a Brigadier

up to the attack. 


A battalion commander stood just be- 
low the hut, putting his men in posi- 
tion.

tack. 


Retreat Well Formed. 
In the evening I retreated with the 
Divisional Staff several miles' to new 
quarters. All along the 
road 
the 
general stopped any straggling 
sol- 
aiers and 
asked 
closely what had 
happened to their regiments. 
This 


•was all extremely well done; he was 
really severe only to one batch who 
.oid him an obvious- lie. Altogether 
the retreat, for it was that, was un- 
attended by any panic and everyone 
seemed anxious to help his neighbor. 
doing at a sharp trot, we reached our 
new quarters at three in the morning. 


]. woke at noon in, a farmhouse, ' in 
a village that was filled with the 
divisional field train. The Divisional 
General had gone off early to the 
front 
to 
rectify the new positions. 
rne news that came in was uncer- 
tain 
and 
anxious. The 
first 
hut 
which the General and his staff had 
entered had been made untenable by 
the 
enemy's 
artillery. The 
second 
hut that he visited was also set on 
fire. No further news of him came 
till late in the evening,, and he had 
barely escaped capture. 


Word came that the General Staff 
must be moved further back. 
The 
field trains were, set in motion, and 
we traveled without any kind of con- 
fusion 
across a beautiful range of 
wooded hills. We stopped more than 
once to see the fight that was going 
on below us. It was a blaring line 
of fire and smoke, 
and twin yellow 
and white bursts 
of 
the 
Austrian 
shrapnel being almost in the white or 
black smoke of the German artillery 
We traveled very slowly and for a 
good part 
of 
the day; officers and 
men had a feeling of great vexation 
at, .having 
to 
retire before troops 
which they felt themselves - capable 
of beating with any equal conditions. 


Suffer Huge Losses. 


In the afternoon we drew up in a 
large village full of field trains. Re- 
ports came 
in 
from all quarters: 
nearly all the regiments had suffered 
great losses. The trenches had been 
left only when the enemy's artillery 
had made them untenable. 
In some 
parts the systematic ploughing up of 
wrqje given areas 
had gone so far 
behind our lines that even approach

The game was not lost even on this 
ground, and immediate measures had 
been taken for counter-attacks

following day. 
Meanwhile the town I 
in which we were was under an in- 
termittent but violent bombardment 
of aeroplanes and all the hospitals 
were being moved to the rear 
The railway station was crowded 


with, 
wounded, lying close together
